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ASBESTOS  MANAGEMENT 

School  districts  have  been  informed 
by  the  State  Department  of  Health  and 
Environmental  Sciences  of  the  need  to 
develop  management  plans  under  the  As- 
bestos Hazard  Emergency  Response  Act 
(AHERA),  federal  legislation  for  prevent- 
ing asbestos  hazards  in  schools. 

While  the  old  act  dealt  only  with 
friable  asbestos,  AHERA  addresses  both 
friable  and  nonfriable  asbestos.  If  your 
district  was  judged  to  be  free  of  asbestos, 
it  was  only  for  friable,  not  nonfriable 
asbestos. 

Inspections  and  management  plans 
must  be  undertaken  only  by  people  certi- 
fied by  the  U.S.  Environmental  Pro- 
tection Agency.  The  deadline  for  sub- 
mitting management  plans  to  DHES  is 
October  12, 1988. 

AHERA  rules  will  be  final  on 
October  17,  1987,  with  the  published 
version  to  follow  in  November  or 
December.  To  gain  a  perspective  of  the 
new  regulations,  each  school  district 
should  refer  to  the  proposed  rules  for 
AHERA  in  the  Federal  Register,  Part  III 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  40 
CFR  Part  763:  Asbestos-Containing  Ma- 
terials in  Schools;  Proposed  Rule  and 
Model  Accreditation  Plan:  Rule,  April 
30,  1987.  The  document  can  be  obtained 
by  writing:  Environmental  Protection 
Agency,  Region  VIII,  Attn.

The  annual  Voice  of  Democracy  con- 
test, now  in  its  41st  year,  is  again  being 
offered  to  students  in  grades  10-12.

MISSING  CHILDREN 
INFORMATION 

Twice  a  year  we  publish  the  entire 
missing  children  list  from  the  Department 
of  Justice's  Missing  Children  Program. 
That  list  is  included  as  a  separate  sheet 
this  month. 

For  your  information  we  are  also  in- 
cluding here  a  copy  of  Section  44-2-511, 
MCA,  School  enrollment  procedures  to 
aid  identification  of  missing  children. 
This  law  was  passed  by  the  1987  legisla- 
tive session.

44-2-511.  School  enrollment 
procedures  to  aid  identification  of 
missing  children.  (1)  When  a  child  en- 
rolls in  a  school  district  for  the  first  time, 
the  school  district  shall: 

(a)  require  that  the  child's  parent, 
guardian,  or  legal  custodian  present  to  the 
school,  within  40  days  of  enrollment, 
proof  of  identity  of  the  child;  and 

(b)  request  the  appropriate  school 
records  of  the  child  from  the  previous 
school  attended  by  the  child.  The  school 
enrolling  the  child  shall  make  the  request 
within  40  days  of  enrollment  of  the  child. 

(2)  If  a  child's  parent,  guardian,  or 
legal  custodian  does  not  present  the  proof 
of  identity  required  in  subsection  (1)  with- 
in 40  days  of  enrollment  or  if  the  school 
district  docs  not  receive  the  school  records 
of  the  child  within  60  days  of  enrollment, 
the  school  shall  notify  the  missing  chil- 
dren information  program  provided  in  44- 
2-503  and  a  local  law  enforcement  author- 


ity of  the  fact  that  no  proof  of  identity 
has  been  presented  for  the  child. 

(3)  A  school  district  that  receives  a 
request  for  the  school  records  of  a  child 
shall  transfer  the  records  to  the  requesting 
school  as  soon  as  possible. 

(4)  When  a  school  district  receives 
a  notice  from  a  law  enforcement  author- 
ity, parent,  guardian,  or  legal  custodian 
that  a  child  who  is  or  has  been  enrolled  in 
that  school  has  been  reported  as  a  missing 
child,  the  school  district  shall: 

(a)  flag  in  some  manner  the  student 
records  of  the  child;  and 

(b)  notify  the  missing  children  in- 
formation program  and  a  local  law  enforce- 
ment authority  if  a  request  for  the  school 
records  is  received  from  another  school  dis- 
trict. 

(5)  If  it  is  necessary  for  a  local  law 
enforcement  authority  to  conduct  an  inves- 
tigation on  a  missing  child,  school  per- 
sonnel may  not  inform  the  person  claim- 
ing custody  of  the  child  of  the  investiga- 
tion while  it  is  being  conducted. 

(6)  For  the  purposes  of  this  sec- 
tion: 

(a)  "proof  of  identity"  means  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  a  birth  certificate,  a  certified 
transcript  or  similar  student  records  from 
the  previous  school,  or  any  documentary 
evidence  that  a  school  district  considers  to 
be  satisfactory  proof  of  identity;  and 

(b)  "school  district"  means  a  school 
district  as  defined  in  20-6-101  or  a  non- 
public elementary  school  or  high  school 
in  the  state.  ,  .
